Grand total, 10,108,000. Still only about 
one-fourth of all labor, but a great 
deal.

necessary noises that can be reduced. 
Already Dr. E. E. Free, famous scien- 
tist and engineer of New York City- 
has completed a method of making 
subways noiseless, and when we t h i n k 
of the splendid campaigns that are 
beinA^forged in the cities over the en- 
lirc'H^ld. we just wonder why we 
do not begin on a campaign right 
here in Hope, Arkansas. Now this is 
not a jibe at our city government in 
any way, hut a gentle reminder that 
some time or other, way hack in the 
dark ages of the town, laws have been 
enacted regulating most of the really 
objectionable clamor that seems to 
have taken possession of our town, 
such as opening the cut out or.Ihe
